INDIAN REFORMS. 


NEGLECTED DIFFICULTIES.

What ore the materials for an electo 
rate in India? The efectorate which now 
sends memberg Ww the Provincial Legis- 
lative Councils is very much too narrow 
to be regarded as representative of the 
Indian people. For example, in Madras, 
the province with which, as late editor 
of the Madrag wait, | am most familiar, 
the memberg c-rcled vo the Provincial 
Legislative Couneil by the non-official 
members of municipal councils and dis- 
trict and talugq boards, are between them 
directly representative of only 3,500 
voters, and the Legislative Council as a 
whole directly represents only about 
8,080 persong out of a population of, 
roughly, 40,000,000. How can thig elev 
torate be widencd? Clearly, the pro- 
vineial franchise cannot be given to men 
held unqualified for the municipal and 
local vote. Aasuming that, by an exces- 
sively democratic meusute, the provincial 
franchise were given to all who enjoy the 
municipal and the local, would that, in 
such a province as Madras, give uy a 
large enough electorate? The facts deny 
us hope. In the municipalities uf the 
provipce the municipal voterg bear to the 
municipal population a proportion vary. 
ing from just ovor 1 per cent, to a little 
over 6 per cent. If we Lurn to the rural 
areas we find even lower figures. In one 
district, all talugs show a proportion of 
taluq board electors to taluq population 
of less than J per cent. There ate about 
a dozen other talugs in which the pro- 
portion ig lower than 4 per cent.; only 
in one case docs it exceed 3 per cent. Can 
any substantial self-government bo based 
on such electorates? It may, of course, 
be urged that the municipal and local 
voting qualification ig capable of being 
lowered, but not by those who know that 
the possession or occupation of landed 
property of an annual rental value of 
just over £3 confers the municipal vote, 
and £2 is the qualification for the talug 
vote. 

COMMERCIAL REPRESENTATION. 

The truth is that by no means can 
there be calicd into being electorates 
numerically large enough to be regarded 
as representing anything more than a 
small fraction of the people, 6 per cent, 
perhaps, in some parts of the country, 
lesa than 1 per cent. in others. But that 
ig not all. India ig primarily an agri- 
cultural country; yct every avhame that 
can be devised with property or literacy 
qualifications gives the urban population 
over-representation. Further, india is 
the country of cugte, and Mr. Montagu 
and Lord Chelmsford, by most unwiscly 
denying communal! reprsentatiun to non- 
Brahmin Hindus, place the secially ex- 
elusive Brahmin, who already monopo- 
liseg education, law, and journaliam, in a 
position to squeczo nun-Brabmin Hindu 


candidates out of the Legislative Coun- 


cile. 

The case against communal representa. 
tion amounts to little more than this; 
it would be unfavourable to the develop- 
ment of Indian nationhood, in that it 
would perpetuate distinctions of race 
ahd creed and caste. That the very 
diverse peoples of India are capable of 
nationhood is merely & pioug assumption, 
that they to-day desire it ig simply un- 
true, They may develop both the capa- 
city and the desire in yearg 10 come; but 
if sv, it will be only under some system 
which, securing each community in its 
righte, and perticularly allaying the 
deep and natural anxiety of the back- 
ward and despised lower castes, facili- 
tates; co-operation. It is menaced rights 
that men are most aggressive in agscrt- 
ing, it ig dread of beng swamped that 
inspire; the lesg desirable forms of par- 
ticularist activity. Lot communal repre 
sentation remove the thoroughly justified 
fears of the non-Brahming of Southern 
India, the Lingayatg of Western India, 
and -cortain other gcctions of the people, 
and there may be some reasonable hupe of 
cooperation. But let the scheme go for- 
ward without communal representation, 
and with a decrease in the numberg and 
power of the impartial British bureau. 
eracy, and you will seg in India a rapid 
intensification of racial and religious 
animosity, and a development of the 
already preposterous arrogance of the 
Brahmin, that must, in Southern India 
at least, goad the non-Brahmin masses 
to revolt if it docs not crush their aelf- 
respect altogether, 

Mr. Montagn and Lord Chelmaford 
would have these non-Brahming benr all 
the ills resulting from denial of repre 
sentation, in order that tho ideal of 
nationhood may be realised. Well, men 
will bear many thing, for an iden] they 
cherish, but it ig asking too much of 
them to domand that they should be 
martyrs for an idoa! not theirs, «Not 
1 per cont, of tho masses of Indin hava 
the dimmest idca of nationhood, and‘ og 
for tho intellectuals of the Nationalist 
party, with o very few honourable excop- 
tions, their ideals in Brahminicn] supre- 
macy—tho addition of a political mono- 
poly to all tho other monopolies thoy now 

onjoy. : 
PORITION OF INDIAN MINISTERS. 

Tho order, however, has gone forth for 
the achievement of Indian nativnhood 
through the progressive realisation of 


responsible guvernment.” On the nar. 
Towest of ulectoral foundations there is 
to rise up & quasi-Parliamentary aystom. 
li the masseg remain apathetic, despite 
Mr. Montagu's resolve to disturb their 
“ pathetic contentment," the inteHectualy 
are to be given an education in repre. 
sentative or ‘* responsible" government. 
To the present writer it appears an essen. 
tial of such education by experience that 
the Indian Ministers appointed under 
the schemg, shonld be judged by their 
dealings with the matterg for whieh 
‘they are responsible, and be prne- 
tised in the business’ of securing the 
sapport of the Legislative Council, ‘while 
carrying out their own policies. But our 
betters know better than we do. The 
Montagu-Chelmsfurd scheme established 
Indian Ministers who will have contro] 
uver, and responsibility for, only the 
“transferred '' departments, all others 
heing “reserved ’’ for the Governor-in 
Council, That India may uoz crash to 
immedinty ruin, the " transferred " de 
partments are to bo of minor import- 
anee, the vitally important departments 
being ‘reserved.’ - Yet it is expected 
tha, an Indian Minister will be judged 
hy his administration of » minor depart 
ment, without reference to his attitude 
toward, the immensely muro important 
~ reserved ’’ departments. The expecta 
tion is vain. In nine cases out of ten 
the Minister will be supported oy assail- 
cd by Indian legislators on account of 
his attitude towards what hg is not 
responsible for, not by his acts in regard 
to what he is responsible for. And thai 
is no small defect in a system designed 
to educate Indian Ministers in respon- 
sibility. 

Proceoding, Mr, Montagu and Lord 
Chelmsford intend that the result of this 
exporiment shall periodically be examin 
ed by an inquiring body, with a view to 
further transfer of departments to sup 
posedly pupular control. Ag the Minis 
ters, however, are to be appointed by 
the Governor for the life of the Legis- 
lative Council, and are not to be depend: 
ent for tenure of office un the favour of 
non-official members of the Legislative 
Council, what they bave done when they 
were independent of the non-official votc 
is to be the test of what they may be 
expected to prove capable of when they 
are dependent on it. No test would be 
more illogical. 

Jt must be remembercd thay there is 
nu question ul testing the general ad- 
mimistrative ability of Indians. That ie 
already tested, with indiang in the Exe 
cutive Councils. The object ig to foster 
and test the special ability whereby ad- 
ministration 18 carried vp under the 
contro] of elected legislators. Yey the 
Ministerg ate to be put in office for a 
fixed term, and freed from all obligation 
tuslearn that art of persuading, manag- 
ing, and, on occasion, deeciving the 
Legialature which ig more than any other 
required under any furm of tepresenta- 
live government,

it has already been remarked that the 
departments ‘* transfcrred"’ will be at 
first thogo of minor importance. No 
doubt the choice will be varied, on the 
recommendationg of a committee just 
appointed, from province, te provinee. 
Mr. Montagu and Lord Chelmsturd have 
produccd w tentative jis; of departments 
that might in their opinion be made over 
tu Indian Ministers, and they appear -to 
have devoted much thought to this im. 
purtant question. ‘There are, however, 
Lwo cunsiuerationgs of moment which have 
escaped ther notice. One, to whieh 
everybody woll acquainted with India 
will allow weight, is that a situation of 
peril will result if the departments 
*‘ transferred,” like education, sanita: 
tion, medical relief, famine relief, are 
obviously benevolent departments, and 
those ‘‘ reserved” are the departments 
which exact taxeg and punish offeness 
against a conception of tne public weal 
by mo means ontirely appreciated in 
india. Even under the Montagu-Chelms- 
ferd scheme, the British official hag his 
part to play for many yearg to come, 
and if he is ecen by the people dnly in 
the odious réles of tax-collector and 
punitive agent, while all boong come from 
indian Ministers in charge of ‘‘trans- 
ferred’? departments, his position will 
be impossible, The second cunsideration, 
totally ignored by Mr, Montagu, Lord 
Chelmford, and ali criticism 1 have yet 
seen, deserves a paragraph to itself.

EFFECT ON THE CLYAL SENVICE, 


1 am the more certain of this, becnuye, 
if the Montagu Chelmsford scheme gous 
through in its present form, the supply 
of British candidates for the Indian 
services will fall shorg of the number re 
quired ty continue the dual systent till 
Varliament can declare India ready for 
full self-government, The authors of the 
scheme propose, as regardy the Indian 
Civil Service, thay 33 per cent. of vacan- 
cies should be filled by the appointment 
of Indians, and that ihig percentago 
should be increased by 14 cach year. 
They count, evidently, un being able to 
regulate the recruitment of young Eng- 
lishmen for (he Services exactly Lo the 
convenience of their gcheme. Buy what 
will happen when this increase in the 
Indian element hag proceeded for a few 
years! The best (ype of British candi- 
date will cease to offer himself, The ‘at- 
tractiong of an Indian career have been 
declining fur at least a decade; and the 
prospec, of entering a Service in which 
the candidate's countrymen ate con. 
tinuously diminishing in numbers, and, 
so far as they retain contre! of autho. 
rity, are condemned to the most unpo 
pular of duties, will not be alluring. 

Secial reasons ‘will operate also to 
discourage British candidates, The young 
civilian hag lung spells of work in dia. 
trict centres where, even now, European 
sucicly is composed of an infinitesimal 
number of officialu, and their wives. 
Intruducg more Indians, and a good 
many of these out of-the-way stationg will 
be socially intolerable, for worthy as 
most of the Indian officials may be, their 
recroationg and unofficial interests aro 
usually quite uther than those of Eng- 
lishmen, and the ladies of their house 
holds cannot be companions to English. 
wenn, All thiy may sound ridiculously 
trivial to Padgett, M.P., but anyone who 
ha, lived in a gmall Indian station will 
admit tha, European residents are per- 
force dependent on each other, to a degre 
almost unimaginable by the reader in tho 
home country, not merely for frivolous 
amusement, but for-ithe means uf keeping 
themselves mentally ft. The writer ig 
acquainted with Englishmen in India, 
who have lived fur months at @ time out 
of reach of European socicty, and jn 
every cate there wag an appreciable 
loss of mental officiency, accompanied by 
a tendency to brood overmuch over petty 
oficial worries; in some casey there was 
marked mora] decline. 

Neither Mr. Montagu oor another can 
compel British candidates to cnter tho 
Indian Civil Service. Young men eap- 
able of securing the higher places in the 
competitive examination for that Service 
can find aitractive and well-paid work 
elsewhere, and og soon ag they gresp wha; 
the new conditions are, the bulk of them 
will decling to seck a career in India. 
It is not by 14 per cent., but, after a few 
years, by 10 or 20 per cent., that tho 
British element will fall off, and even of 
those who come few will be of the vary 
best stamp. 

NON-UFFIO\AL EUROPEANS. 

The British clement in the adminis. 
tration of India, then, is not only, in 
accordance with the wishes of Mr. 
Montagu ond Lord Chelmsford, to bo 
reduocd in numbers and to shed respon- 
sibility for policy in department after 
department; that might be regarded ag 
an inevitable concomitant of any pro- 
gresa twards self-government in India. 
it ia destined to fall off at a Tate tho 
autherg of the scheme du not expect and 
would not desire; to lose in quality, 
which Mr, Montagu and Lord Cheims- 
word are avowedly anxious to prevent; 
‘}and, unless great care can he taken in 

the choice of departmentg ‘ transferred,”

The rendering of Stainer’a woll-known 
sacred oratorio, ' The Crucifixion,” by a 
combined choir of 77 voicos, at Bt. John’s 


Cathedral, on Good! Friday, hardly camo 


up to the high expectations of some, in 
spite of the fact’that the work contained 
much easier music than either ‘ Elijah” 
or ‘Tho Mesauiah,” both of which have 
been sung in the Cathedral in past years. 
The Church was crowded. The collection 
taken at the close of the Service amounted 
to $317. 

When the congregation was assembling 
Mr, J. W. White performed four pieces 
at the organ. Unfortunately, Faulkes’ 
Funeral March and Hurwood’s Reyutem 
Agternam lost some of their solemnity, 
because of the noise which prevailed. 

Ths opening picce ‘‘ And they came to 
a place called Gethsemane '’ was-rendered 
by the Hon, Mr, Cland Severn, who 
modulated his voice well in ainging this 
very plaintive air. He waa followed by 
Mr. Bewley Bird, who undertook the 
greater part of the baritone solos. In the 
Next. recitative, Mr. Bird, who has a good 
bass voice, tovk the passage meant for a 
The allegro movement for 
tenor wolu wos well suited to Mr. ALE.

‘Art. Thou the Christ?" was well ren- 
dered by Mr. H. J. E, Jones, though his 
words might have been enunciated a 
little more distinctly. That Mr. White 
had given careful attention to the train- 
ing of the chorus was plain from the 
manner in which the full choir rendored 
the procession to Calvary, with a grand 
finale in * Fling wide the gates.” The 
leads in all the voicca wero really” good, 
although the general effcct would havo 
born even better if the contraltos had | 
been stronger. 
hy Mr. Claud Severn, '' How sweet is 
the grace,” in which ho was heard to 
greater advantage, Mr. Bird sang ‘' And 
when they were come.'’ When Mrs. 
Molitre Johnatone took the soprano solo 
in the ‘' Cross of Jesus’? the congrega- 
tion hung on her words. Mrs. John- 


stone, in “ Elijah’ last year, gave 
an altiont perfect’ interpretation of the 
art allotted to her. After ‘‘ He made 
imself ” by. Mr. Bird came Mr. Painc'e 
solo “ King ever glorious." The piece 
lost nothing in sweetness of expression, 
but for the majestic finale a more robust 
tenor would havo beon heard to 
better advantage. The doublo quartette 
“God so loved the world” was 
well rendered, except that’ the con- 
traliws and tenors were not well 
balanced. When the full chorus came in 
the effect was all that could be desired, 
the piece being a familiar ond to most 
of the choir. The duct “ Love divine, 
all love excelling,’’ although not form- 
ing part of "The Grucifixion,” was intro- 
duced, and in it Miss L, White and 
Mr. Paine reached a standard which it 
would be very hard to beat in Hongkong. 
The voices blended so perfectly, and with 
euch clearncss did Mr. Painc’s notes in 
the higher register reach all the corners 
of the building that tho item was rightly 
considered the gem of the evening. The 
hymn “ Litany of the Passion” was sung 
by the full choir. It was a pity _that, 
aa o soloist, Mrs. Otto Kong Sing was 
given so little to do, for she bas a very 
natural and sweet voice, and her inter- 
pretation of the words of Intercession 
wes very uppealing.

Vhe effect of this order on the Search 
Bupervisors, composed mostly of members 
of the Britash Sections, is both unreason 
able and unfair; for, by reason vf it, 
30 to 40 men must carry vn doing what 
they never volunteered wo do on joining, 
whilst approximately 600 of their col- 
leagues are released from their dutics. 

‘The order appears all the more unrea- 
sonable when it is considered that the 
Search Supervisors consist mostly of men 
wha joined up voluntarily during the 
first year of the organization of the force, 
whil: a very large number of those who 
are now released were “ roped in’? two 
yeurs later; and, lurther, unat only five 
Hegulars are needed to reloase them. _

have been spared to release the Reserves 
from the cinema and theatrical duties — 
duties which cannot jor a moment be said 
tu be of such importance as earch super.
